SECONDARY school pupils in the 
borough are once again achieving 
impressive results in their GCSEs 
and A-levels. 

Figures just released show that Royal 
Greenwich schools are in the top third 
of 151 local authorities in England for 
GCSEs, and well above the national 
average. Performance at Key Stage 5 
for A-levels and other post-16 exams 
has also improved. 

The news comes hard on the heels of 
the announcement that nine primary 
schools have each won £1,000 for the 
way in which they help disadvantaged 
pupils in Royal Greenwich achieve 
their best, under a government scheme 
called the Pupil Premium Awards. 
These are designed to name and reward 
schools that have made, or continue to 
make, impressive improvements. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “This is 
the second piece of good news in as 
many weeks. It was really heartening 
to see that we are able to do so much 
for disadvantaged pupils. And now 
the national figures for GCSEs and 
A-levels confirm that we are getting it 
right in Royal Greenwich. 

“This is down to all-round hard work 
by pupils, teachers and parents, and 
demonstrates the big emphasis we all 
put on raising education standards.” 

The borough is 6.2 per cent above the 
English national average for GCSE 
pupils gaining five or more A* to C 
grades in subjects that include maths 
and English. 

Disadvantaged pupils who attract pupil 
premium funding do much better in the 
borough than the national average.

A hub for landlords 

owners get expert advice

A RECORD turnout of more than 80 
private landlords attended the latest 
Landlord Business Club hosted hy 
the council. 

The theme of the meeting at the Old 
Royal Naval College included how to avoid 
problems with tenants that could lead to 
a dispute. 

A representative from the National 
Landlords Association gave tips on dealing 
with difficult landlord-tenant situations, 
such as noise or maintenance issues. Then 
officers from the council’s environmental 
health team spoke about regulations 
affecting the private rented sector. 

There was also information about tax 
planning for landlords and business 
enterprise. 

The event was voted a winner by 
newcomer Ged McDonald from Charlton, 
who has just retired from the Fire Brigade 
after 30 years. He said: “I went to the 
meeting after seeing it advertised in 
Greenwich Time, because I am thinking of 
becoming a landlord. I am looking to buy a 
two-bedroom flat to let, and it’s something 
I’ve never thought of doing before. 

“The bit of the talk I liked best was 
hearing about dealing with difficult 
tenants, and the financial support that is 
available to people. I would be interested 
in the council’s scheme where they give 
you help and support with finding tenants. 
The council is offering a good service to 
people like me, who want to buy to let.” 

The council offer a range of support 
private landlords including grants and its 
HACTRAC scheme, which helps families 
find private rented accommodation to 
stop them becoming homeless. 

It allows people to move into private 
rented accommodation without having to 
pay a deposit. The council offers landlords 
a deposit guarantee bond against any 
damage caused during the tenancy and 
any rent arrears. 

Meanwhile, the council has been 
clamping down on ‘rogue landlords’ who

run unregulated or illegal hostels, or 
properties which are poorly managed or 
in bad condition. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing told GT: “I’m 
proud that our recent event, the Landlord 
Business Club has proved so popular, 
attracting a record number of attendees. 
There was a wide range of topics discussed 
and the information and advice on offer 
will hopefully prove very useful to the 
landlords and prospective landlords that 
attended. The royal borough is committed 
to providing support for both landlords 
and prospective tenants through the 
HACTRAC scheme and will also take 


action against ‘rogue landlords’ whose 
management of their property falls below 
our high standards”. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, said: “The council 
offers lots of support for good landlords 
to help them grow their business if they 
act responsibly. These Landlord Business 
Club events are a chance for landlords 
to find out what help is available and to 
network with other landlords. 

“At the same time we are taking steps to 
tackle a minority of rogue landlords who 
put their tenants at risk.”

GREENWICH and Bexley 
Community Hospice in Abbey 
Wood is marking its 21st birthday 
year with big expansion plans and 
a programme of fund-raising and 
community events.

It will also provide easier access 
into the hospice.

THE Royal Borough of Greenwich 
is working with local community 
representatives to restore a special site 
of historical and ecological importance in 
Eltham. 

Pippenhall meadow off Butterfly Lane in 
Eltham has a fascinating history - part 
of it contains an historic agricultural 
landscape feature known as ridge and 
furrow - undulations in the ground from 
where it was historically ploughed. 

The meadow is classified as a Site of 
Importance for Nature Conservation and 
some rare plant species have previously 
been identified. 

The council is halting the letting on part 
of the land to sensitively clear some 
bramble growth using specialist methods 
to protect the ridge and furrow and to 
help restore some rare plant species. 

The council will then develop a 
management plan for the site to ensure 
any future letting arrangements will 
reflect and maintain the special status of 
the site.
